The Returns for the years 1831 and 1832 do not contain an account of all the Fees paid to or 
receivable by the late Mr. Johnston, who was the Clerk of the Crown during those years, those 
Returns being made from his affidavits made on the first day of each assizes in those two years, 
pursuant to a clause in the Act of 4 Geo. 4, c. 43, which affidavits did not state all the fees payable 
or due to him by either the Crown solicitor or the solicitor for the Excise Board ; as, besides the 
searches made, and the copies of examinations and Crown summonses furnished to each of the 
said solicitors, he was entitled to fees (for the like matters for which I have received them, as 
stated in the last seven items of the Return for 1833,) the amount of which must have been con- 
siderable, as it appears from the books of those years that the Crown solicitor and the solicitor 
for the Excise carried on very many prosecutions at that period. 

The Emoluments of the Clerk of the Crown for this county have been diminished at the rate 
- by the late Actof Parliament giving summary jurisdiction to magistrates in cases 
of illicit distillation, &c. &c. as, previous thereto, the number of prosecutions for such offences in 
this county exceeded, as I have been credibly informed, 400 in each year; and when by the 
4 Geo. 4, c. 43, the counties were classed and the salaries fixed, the amount of those fees were 
taken into consideration in appointing the salary, as I have been informed.

Observations .— It is deemed expedient by the Clerk of the Crown of the city of Limerick here to 
remark on the great inequality of justice done to him in respect to salary by a recent enactment, 
in classing the city of Limerick with the city of Waterford ; the expense and labour of the former 
city being more than double the number, contrasted with that of the latter city. This will more
